Bright printing; among the finest I've seen 

One partial tear; printing a bit worn 

Net graded from VF due to letters X inked within several openings; rubber stamped on back for Hobart J. Thurber, Jr. 

One opening partially torn; a small bit of tape residue on back

Backing intact; face faded but the text still readable 

Very scarce early variety with 1936 copyright; just two openings partially torn; front a little too worn for a higher grade; inscribed on 
back "From Aunt Edith and Uncle Ross to Billy Kirker Christmas 1936;" charming 
Backing is completely intact; a little worn at the openings; otherwise bright and attractive 

Scarce variety; backing intact, but face quite worn; written in ink on the back is "Property of Lowell Chamberlain;" vendor stamp for 
Hollinbeck Stamp Company in Des Moines (ancestor of today's Kagin's) 

No tears; bright printing; backing a bit wrinkly as made, which seems to be common for this variety 

Three partial tears in backing; bright printing; rare this nice 
Sharp and beautiful, with rich blue flocking and bright printing 

Rare printing with 1936 copyright date; backing intact; printing bright; three thumb tack holes; neatly scripted on the back is "To Billy 
Kirker Christmas 1936 From Uncle Ross and Aunt Edith" 

Backing complete; corners sharp; printing bright; vendor sticker for the Boston Store in Milwaukee 

Rare transitional variety with Third Edition format; sharp corners, clear printing; one partial tear and a bit faded at top and right edges 
Just one opening partially torn; corner flocking too worn for a higher grade 

Extremely rare printing; looks VF, but there's a moisture stain at the upper right of the face and an ink stain on the back 
Very scarce first printing; two openings partially torn; a few light scuffs on the face

Two openings partially torn; a couple tape remnant scuffs; vendor stamped for Ben's Stamp & Coin Company in Chicago 
Three openings partially torn without loss of paper; a few pencil impressions below openings 
Vendor stamped for Hollinbeck Stamp & Coin Company in Des Moines (ancestor of today's Kagin's) 

Backing intact; corners a bit worn; sticker scuff on back; a few dates/mintmarks written lightly at unprinted openings 

Backing intact; corners a bit worn; sticker scuff on back; a few dates/mints added lightly at unprinted openings 

Lincoln Printing Company 

Backing intact; looks full VF, but there are a couple of shallow stains on the back 

Extremely rare board with OBERWISE contact information pasted over Lincoln publication; two openings partially torn; corners worn 
The backing is intact but a bit wrinkled 

Very rare early variety; five openings reinforced with clear tape; vendor stamped for ROYALE STAMP CO. in Pasadena, CA 

Three openings partially torn; otherwise quite clean 

J. Oberwise & Company 

Just one opening partially torn; a bit of adhesive residue visible at three openings; bold vendor stamp for J. Oberwise & Co. Los Angeles 

Rare variety; three openings partially torn; a few pinholes where the board was evidently tacked to a surface 
Early printing 

Scarce variety; small, faint moisture stain at left border 

A few openings reinforced with clear tape on the back; corners worn and/or wrinkled; red vendor stamp for Colombia Stamp & Coin Co. 
in Portland, OR 

Vendor stamped for C. A. Kinsley (Genesee Street, city and state unknown) 

One opening partially torn; tiny blue pen notes next to several openings 
Scarce this nice 

Very scarce late variety; couple of horizontal creases slightly affecting rigidity; vendor stamped for J. Oberwise & Co. in Los Angeles 
Two openings partially torn; a few tiny scuffs on face; vendor stamped for J. Oberwise & Co. Los Angeles 
Looks VF overall, but there are a dozen or so openings partially torn 

VF-NM overall, but someone cut %-inch from top to bottom at the left and right sides to fit a narrow frame! J. Oberwise vendor stamp
